Today the trains weighing 400 tons 
thunder by at 75 miles an hour, and we 
hardly note tbelr passage We take their 
safety as a matter of course, and seldom 
think of the tremendous poiaibllitiei of 
destruction itored up in them. But 75 
miles an hour is 111) feet a second, and 
the energy of 400 tons moving at that 
rate is nearly twice as great as that of a 
2,000 pound shot fired fram a 100 ton 
Armstrong gun. This is the oxtremeweight 
and speed now reached in passenger ser 
vice, and, indeed, is very rarely attained, 
and then but for short distances; but 60 
i is common speed, and a rate of 40 
or 50 miles is attained daily on almost 
every railroad in t he co untry. 

STRANGE FOODS FOR CHINESE. 




Chicago Chinamen are to live well dur- 
ing the coming winter. Extraordinary 
importations of all substantial edibles 
are arriving in tbe city. 
During the last week several consign- 
ments of unusual size and value have 
been received by the principal importers 
in the city, the Hip Lung Company, Sam 
Moy, and Weng Hong Tai. One of the 
invoices returned to the customs officers 
is two yards long and a foot wide. They 
are made in ink with Chinese characters, 
giving the name of the shipper, to whom 
consigned, the price of the articles, and 
the packages and contents. A Chinese 
invoice is a curiosity, for the reason that 
it has to be laid down lengthwise and 
read from the right hand side down 
column after another 
The importers of Chinese goods say 
icy are now putting in stocks of goods 
for the winter trade and incidentally pre 
paring for the National anniversaries. 
Among the list of articles received yes 
terday were dried oysters, salt eggs, dried 
mushrooms, sharks' fins, dried ducks" 
legs, water chestnuts, fatted earthworms, 
dritd seaweed, swallows' nests, clay 
opium bowls, dried shrimps, joss sticks, 
paper shoes, nut oil, dried flatfish, fun 
gus. and root fluur, tea and all kinds of 
medicines. 

Some of the names are a bit deceptive. 
Salt eggs are ducks' eggs incased in clay 
ashes of rice salted to preserve them 
Swallows' nests are a bird food which the 
birds gather and store for tbe winter, and 
f which the Chinese rob them . It looks 
like tapioca. Sharks' fins are taken from 
the sturgeon. They are mainly secured 
on the Pacific coast by operators at As- 
toria. The backbone 8nd saw of the 
sturgeon are shipped to Hong Kong, 
where they are boiled until tbe bone of 
the big fin Is loosened from the flesh, 
pin-shaped eatable, which when 
prepared for table Is worth $6 a pound. 
Drisd flatfish is a cuttle fish, of which 
there are different grades. One of the 
kinds used for soups only brings 
30 cents a pound, while the choicer ones 
come as high as 65 cents.
